?18,000 by tne payment 01 two annual 
Installments of war debt. In view of this 
reduction in interest charges and the 
present condition of the treasury. I am 
of the opinion that the state tax can be 
still further reduced by this legislature 
to $400,000. In six years, when the last 
of the war debt of the towns is paid, it 
will no longer be necessary to raise the 
$150.000 now annually applied to the pay- 
ment of these obligations, and the state 
tax can be further reduced by that 
amount unices the legislature in its wis- 
dom shall see fit to apply a part of this 
sum to such public works as will pro- 
mote the development of the state. 


Comparisons are frequently made of 


the state tax with what it was 40 years 
ago, and a contrast of the expenses then 
and now is cited as evidence of extrav- 
ag-a.nop *»r-d burdensome taxation. 
The 


comparison and contrast are not fair 
without taking into consideration the 
important fact that a state tax of $425,- 
000 today bears more lightly upon the 
people than the smaller tax of four 
decades ago. At the eaclier date, al- 
though the tax was small, it bore heavily 
upon the towns because it had to be met 
by direct taxation, wheieas today the 
corporations taxes, which include the 
savings bank, railroad and insurance 
faxes, collected without expense to the 
towns, in a very large majority of these 
communities are not only equal to their 
state tax, but exceed it, so that there is 
a balance to their credit. In 141 towns 
of the state the corporation taxes re- 
ceived are not only sufficient to pay their 
state tax, but, they leave a balance of 
$193,988.69 for the use of those towns, 
while in the 94 towns of the state, where 
the corporation taxes are not equal to 
their sta.to tax, the aggregate difference 
they-iare obliged to pay is only $18,725.01. 
The state tax. therefore, cannot now be 
considered as a burden upon the towns 
of the state. The railroad and insurance 
taxes havo been gradually increasing in 
volunve year by year, and the turn in the 
tide of pavings bank deposits, so that 
thore is now a slight and normal gain 
therein indicate that the revenue to the 
1'iwns from the corporation taxes is not 
likely to diminish in the immediate fu- 
ture. The early payment of the larger 
part of our bonded obligations, and the 
consequent reduction In the' state tax is 
a condition of affairs of which tho people 
of the ftate ma.y well be proud, espe- 
cially when it is contrasted with the 
tlnancinl condition of other states, where 
the tendency of late years has bw»n to 
increase their obligations maturing in 
the future without decreasing their pres- 
ent rate of taxation. 


In general «n excess of revenue over 


fcxpoiibes, such as New Hampshire has 
shown for tho past quarter of n century, 
lead.s to extravagance, but a review of 
the expenses «f tho state for this period, 
while shewing the progressive, patriotic 
nnd philanthropic np'rit of our people, 
Is not .sxibj'rt to this criticism. In ana- 
lyzing these disbursements it will be

matters thrre may have I4*n instances 
of too great liberality, but reviewing the 
•work of the state department as a whole 
for the past quarter of a century, it would 
be difficult to see wherein we could have 
done less. 


I canr.ot undertake to review in detail 


the work of all the departments of the 
state government. The reports of the 
various departments will soon be laid 
before you, and I ask at your ha.ids a 
careful consideration of the the recom- 
mendations therein made. I shall con- 
fine my self in this message to the fol- 
lowing specific recommendations, with 
my reasons therefor: 


State action to secure improvement of

A more economical method of doing 


the public printing. 


An investigation of the tax laws of the 


state. 


An allowance to soldiers of the war 


with SpaJn, and a testimonial of service.

State acilon, it i^cssMuryr to secure 


proper representation of the industries 
of New Hampshire at the Paris exposi- 
tion. 


A statute to provide for the succession 


of the secretary of state in case of va- 
cancy. 


A law fixing the salary of the secre- 


tary of state and providing for the pay- 
ment of the fees of the office to the treas- 
ury. 


An aqualizatlon of the school privi- 


leges of the state for the benefit of the 
rural sections. 


Forest culture and preservation. 
Provision for the representation in the 


legislature of the pro rata towns. 


Provisions for certain reforms in the 


militia. 


Some of the foregoing recommenda- 


tions require only a passing comment. 


The subject of good roads was deemed 


of sufficient importance by the domi- 
nant party in this state to incorporate 
in its platform a separate plank on this 
point, which reads as follows: 


"We favor a conservative movement 


for the permanent improvement of the 
public roads of the state. Good roads 
enhance the value of property, especial- 
ly in the farming districts; attract thou- 
sands of visitors who come to-enjoy the 
grand scenery and healthful influences 
of the state; shorten the distance to mar- 
ket, and are potent factors in the devel- 
opment of every community. "We favor 
such action by the state as will bring to 
the knowledge of local officials the most 
successful methods of maintaining the 
roads committed to their care." 


It is fair to assume that no party is 


opposed to the spirit of this resolution 
and that it meets with the approval of 
the people of the state. The subject was 
discussed by the master of the State 
Grange in his recent address to that 
body, in which he recommended the ap- 
pointment of a state engineer in the in- 
terest of good roadis, which suggestion 
was endorsed by the grange. 


The resolution adopted by the Repub- 


lican state convention approves of a 
conservative movement for the improve- 
ment of the highways of the state. It is 
a beginning which is now asked that 
saaJl be developed and extended when 
the state is in a better situation to lend 
material aid to such improvements. The 
details of any comprehensive plan for 
the permanent improvement of our high- 
ways must necessarily be worked ou 
with care, and such general plan mus 
be in part the result of experience. Ye 
the direct and indirect benefits to the 
state from such improvements are such 
as to enlist at this time your most ear- 
nest efforts that some beginning be made 


I suggest that a small sum be appro 


priated for the construction of a mode 
section of highway in some town or 
towns, which will appropriate at leas 
an equal sum, the entire expenditure to 
be made under the direction of a tempo 
vary commission, to be appointed by the 
Governor and council, and to serve with 
out compensation, the commission, to 
have authority to employ a competen 
engineer. 


It is the general belief that the stab 


printingcould bo more economically done 
It is the one item of our expeditures 
which is most freely criticised. I am o 
the opinion that it is the sentiment of thi 
people of the state that its work, while! 
should be done within the state, shouli 
bo subjected to competition. A trial o 
the method of inviting proposals for thi 
work would l>e but following the cours 
pursued by other states, and is in lin 
with good business management. 


Whllo our state tax bears very lightl; 


upon the people, there Is sufficient com 
plaint of our present system of taxatlo 
to warrant the legislature In making- nn 
Inquiry into the system with a view t 
its improvement and relief from se/omtni 
Inequalities. The subject of tnxnton I

Our present tax laws are the evolution 
of past experience, and. the safer coarse 
would be to seek their improvement 
rather than to experiment with novel 
plans. 1 especially commend to your at- 
tention the advisability of an inquirj 
A'hether a general exemption from taxa- 
tion should be made of money loaned 
upon New Hampshire real estate by our 
own citizens at a rate not exceeding 5 
per cent.

prompt consideration will be given to 
this matter; that both branches of the 
Legislature may act with thorough 
knowledge. The care of the Insane in- 
terests most directly those people unable 
to provide for their unfortunates. 


The secretary of the state board of 


health very earnestly recommends the 
establishment of a state laboratory to 
determine important questions in con- 
nection with diphtheria, typhoid fever. 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and other dta- 
eased conditions, and also the adultera- 
tion of foods and drinks and the pollution 


in session, were able to vote an ai 


lowanee to the volunteers who enlisted 
n the war with Spain. It is in accord 
with the spirit of our people that like 
provision should be made by New Hamp- 
shire. 
A state testimonial of service 


Is an honorary recognition of their ser- 
vices, and by issuing such testimonial we 
shall but follow the precedent establishec 
by New Hampshire at the close of the 
civil war. 


It has been the custom of the governor 


and council acting under our present 
law to secure yearly the services of an 
auditor, unsually so&e bank man, to 
audit the accounts or the state treas- 
urer. The last legislature directed the 
bank commissioners to audit tire ac- 
counts of the asylum, and they could 
with equal facility audit those at the 
state treasurer. 


Without reflecting in any way upon the 


work of the present bank commissioners, 
I am of the opinion that greater effi- 
ciency would be secured by the substitu- 
tion of a banking department for the 
present board of savings bank commis- 
sioners. 
The responsibility is more 


clearly fixed in one head than three, and 
the expense to the state, even with the 
additional duty thrown upon the de- 
partment of examining the state treas- 
urer's accounts and auditing the month- 
ly bills, presented to the Governor and 
council for approval,would not be great- 
er than now. As the superintendent o_f 
the banking department would be held 
responsible for his department, he should 
have the power of appointing his as- 
sistants. If the Legislature is not pre- 
pared to provide for a permanent state 
auditor, I suggest that inquiry be made 
to ascertain whether the work of audit- 
ing the bills against the state could l»e 
properly performed;, by the officials hav- 
ing supervision of the banks without in- 
terfering with their other duties. 


The present method of advancing the 


salaries and expenses of the railroad 
commissioners from the state treasury 
and then collecting the aggregate sum 
each year from the railroads, discredits 
the railroad coijitnisaioners and is wrong 
in principle. The railroad commission 
should be removed from any suspicion 
that it is influenced by any parties hav- 
ing causes before it, and being1 a semt- 
judicial tribunal, its members should In 
public affairs occupy a position in the 
public mind akin to that of judges of the 
court. I recommend that the present 
law be changed so that the state shall 
bear the expense of the railroad commis- 
sion. 


Considerable criticism has been made 


of the police commissions appointed Jjy 
the Governor and council. While I am 
opposed to police commissions on prin- 
ciple, I Am clearly of the opinion that if 
they are to be continued, there should be 
uniformity in the several special acts 
authorizing them. 
In some instances 


there is complaint that there is a con- 
flict of authority between them and the 
municipal officers in regard to the en- 
forcement of certain laws of the state. 
If this is the fault of the law, it ought to 
be corrected. The avowed object in es- 
tablishing these commissions was- t 
take the police out of politics and there- 
by secure greater efficiency of these 
guardians of the peace. Efficiency isTiot 
secured if the method of the appoint- 
ment of police officers results in laxity in 
enforcing any of the laws of the state. 


Since the passage of the act, approved 


March 25, 1897, all investments of asylum 
funds have received the approval of the 
Governor and council before being made, 
as appears upon the council records 
The question as to the ownership of the 
asylum submitted to the attorney-gen- 
eral in accordance with an act of the 
Legislature, approved March 24, 189 
has been examined by him, and he finds 
that the title of the entire property I:

"Whatever risk 
the Legislature may be willing to take 
of the loss of its funds by robbery, it is 
not justified in hazarding to destruction 
by fire, valuable records which are, in 
fact, the history of the states. Both 
burglar and fire proof vaults are re- 
quired, and I hope that early provision 
will be made by the Legislature for their 
construction. 
A continuance of the 


iresent condition would be culpable negr- 
ect. 
The United States government has 


made provision for the exhibition of 
American products at Paris in 1900, -it 
will be wise for the state to co-operate 
with the federal officials in securing i* ._ 
arge a display of its industries as pcngi- 
>le at this World Exposition at the opext- 
ng of a new country. 
State co- 


operation can probably be secured with- 
out expense to the treasury. In the ex- 
pansion of the United States as a world 
power, we should be as anxious to dis- 
play our enterprise fn the peaceful Wrtl 
as our prowess in war, and New ¥temp- 
?hire should do its part to make the ex- 
hibit of the United States one of which 
our own people can justly be proud, and 
tvhich will convince other nations ofpttr 
great and growing resources.

In all departments of the state govern- 


ment, except that of secretary of state, 
the salary is fixed by law, and the fees 
are' turned into the treasury, and I be- 
lieve it would be better to apply the 
same rule to all. Some provision should 
be made al:o for succession in case of 
death or removal. Peculiarly enough 
the Governor and council are powerless 
to act in sucfi contingency under our 
statutes. 


The master of the state grange, Hr. 


N. J. Batehelder, in his annual addreas 
says: "The concentration of wealth has 
drained many rural .towns of their means 
of supporting schools, and it is manifest- 
ly the duty of the state to provide r«- 
spectable means of education for the 
children of the staite, irrespective of 
their location." The movement which 
the grange advocates is being taken up 
in other states, and is a movement to 
Increase the size of the unit for educa- 
tional purposes. 
In New England our 


unit has always been the tcfWn. 
The 


proposition now is to make it the state, 
or at least the county. It is a broad ques- 
tion, and one meriting careful examina- 
tion, and will probablytmeet with some 
antagonism from the wealthier commun- 
ities, but the possession of wealth brings 
with it responsibilities, which may not 
be avoided. I doubt if any state In the 
country Is called upon for so little direct 
aid for education as New Hampshire. 
The appeal that comes to us from the 
rural sectiona of. the state for greater 
consideration is one which will enlist 
your assistance if it can be given with- 
out injustice to other localities. The 
state has assisted Dartmouth College 
and the Agricif.tural College at Durham 
in a desultory way. Would it not be bet- 
ter and more productive of beneficent re- 
sults to education if some regular ap- 
propriation for each of these great. In- 
stitutions were made, covering a period 
of years. They are growing rapidly and 
doing a vast work for the youth of our 
state, particularly those of the rural 
sections, and this is one way to help thoao 
sections. 


I cannot escape the conviction that 


the forests of New Hampshire are among 
the first and most important of our re- 
sources, and that we canr.ot long poet- 
pone the necessity of taking action to 
secure their preservation fi«m waanton 
destruction. Already thfy support di- 
rectly an industry which produces MO.- 
000,000 annually, and Indirectly they 
contribute largely to the public welfare 
In both a scenic and economic sense. 
They arc capable, also, 1 believe, of con- 
tributing ini'ivflslngly to the Income of 
the state treasury if a suitable rnrnns

UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Indeterminate Sentence Act Is Overruled 


by 15ay state Supreme Court. 


Boston, Jan. 4.—The indeterminate 


sentence act, so-called, providing1 for the 
imposition of sentences for an indeter- 
minate time in criminal cases, was de- 
clared to be unconstitutional and ex 
post facto, as to crimes committed be- 
fore its passage, in a decision sent down 
by the full bench of the supreme court 
today, in the case of Clarence Murphy vs. 
the commonwealth. 


This decision will have a bearing on 


scores of oases and will necessitate new- 
sentences in most of them. Murphy, 
\\ ho was convicted of embezzlement from 
the Salem savings bank, in which insti- 
tion he was a clerk, will not, however, 
benefit from the decision to any extent, 
inasmuch as the court further holds that 
as the error in the case related wholly 
to sentence, and aa the superior court 
has a right to impose a sentence, the 
isse is remanded to the superior court 
for a new sentence. 


It \\as contended that before the pas- 


sage of the act of 1S95 criminals were 
given certain benefits, such as the right 
to have their sentences reduced for good 
behavior, .to be given permits to be at 
liberty in certain Ceases, etc., and that 
under the statute* of 1895 such rights 
were or might be taken from them.

An Aniwer to tb« «Ju««tion Whether From 


.Shock or Slack. 


Some will ihresb out of the shock, 


because they can get a machine early. 
Then it may be financial affairs are 
pushing some, and the grain must be 
hurried to market as soon as possible. 
Others thresh this way, because they 
are not successful stack makers, and 
do not like to run the risk of having 
their grain damaged by heavy rains. 


Another class of farmers will 
not 


thresh from the shock, because it re- 
quires so much labor away from home 
to pay back the extra help that this ] 
mode of threshing involves. Some, too, 
are experc stack builders, and take a 
pride in showing their neighbors tn« 
superior skill which they possess in 
that direction; and this labor can be 
performed with very little expense, 
comparatively, in the way of hiring 
help. 


The 
strongest 
argument against 


threshing from the shock is the fact 
that it takes the whole farming force 
of the community with a great many 
teams to get the grain to the ma- 
chine fast enough. 
So many extra 


hands in the field and so many teams 
require much food. 
Then extra help 


must be secured for the cooking de- 
partment. Then if the farmer pays for 
most of this large force of helpers by 
working back, when his neighbors get 
ready to thresh, it will take him a 
great many days to cancel his debt. 
No matter' how pressing a certain 
piece of work may be he is obliged to 
break right off and assist his neighbor 
when the machine gets there. Thresh- 
ing machines are like time itself,— 
they wait for no man. 
A farmer is 


forced to thresh in his turn when the 
machine reaches his neighborhood, or 
he may have to wait a long while be- 
fore it comes back to his place. 


If grain is well slacked a farmer can 


be more independent and choose his 
time for threshing. 
But if not well 


stacked it is desirable to thresh as soon 
as possible, for if heavy rains set1 in 
much of the grain will be greatly dam- 
aged. In Kansas some good stackers 
leave their stacks stand until the cool 
days of September or October before 
threshing. . Many of these, who have 
large threshings, have a part threshed 
early to provide seed wheat for fall 
sowing. 


There 
is, however, one 
successful 


way to thresh from the shock. Let ten 
or a dozen farmers in one neighborhood 
organize a club to thresh this way. 
Then get a machine and go to work im- 
mediately, threshing first-for one man, 
then another, until each man in his 
turn has been served. In this way help 
is paid back at once and the work is 
over. 


Save Home Wastes. 


The waste of manure is a most com- 


mon mistake among farmers, small and 
great. 
Offensive barnyards, pigpens 


and poultry houses are very common. 
There should never be any offensive 
odor about the premises; absorbents 
should be used so freely as to prevent 
any smell getting loose to pollute the 
air. 
Poultry droppings should be 


looked after more regularly and 
the 


house 
cleansed. 
Almost 
anything 


seems to be good enough for poultry 
in this section. Nine out of every ten 
farmers could make their manure crop 
one-third more with ease. 
Straw, 


which is used plentifully, does not ab- 
sorb liquid manure nor does it retain 
the odor. Those who can should buy 
land plaster, but when this cannot be 
done, woods litter 
is 
very 
good, 


especially if a little dirt is taken with 
it. 
Straw and corn fodde? are also 


used in too wasteful a manner; cut or 
shredded, their feeding value would be 
much increased, which would leave a 
good deal of hay to be sold as a money 
crop when hay is scarce. 


Paris Green Mixture. 


The main 
difficulty in successfully 


spraying potatoes is that rain washes 
the poison off the 
vines, frequently 


within an hour after 
its application. 


I find an easy and inexpensive way to 
spray potatoes in wet weather is to 
use ten pounds of flour to a barrel of 
water and about one-half to one pound 
of parls green. 
Mix the flour in a 


bucket or buckets to a consistency of 
thin cream, mix the parls green into 
this liquid, then add to the water and 
keep agitated 
while spraying. 
The 


flour keeps the poison in suspension in 
the barrel ar.cl when the liquid falls 
on the vines forms a 
paste 
which 


holds the poison on the vines and will 
pass through many 
rainstorms and 


continue to destroy bugs. 
With this 


method, one spraying will kill all bugs 
and save the crop. Whsre I used this 
preparation 
on my potatoes I have 


needed no more spraying, and 
two 


weeks after the operation I can find 
much of the flour dosplto numerous 
rains. 


Dnplh Tor a Silo. 


Other things being equal, the deeper 


the silo the hotter. From 30 to 36 feet 
GP3ms to be the 
most 
practicable. 


When clover, millet or other loose ma- 
terial Is siloed the pressure in a deep 
silo is AH flirt rnt to Insure good keep- 
ing, while If it is shallow there Is lia- 
ble to be murli waste because of in- 
complete expulsion of air. 


The round silo Is best, as the great- 


est capacity Is secured with the least, 
side exposure. A round allo Is thus 
the moht e'soi\omicnl,

The place is owned i 
iree and clear. The young man says ' 
be works 3,000 hours a year, and bis \ 
father 2.6uG hours, wh^e the mother 
attends to matters indoors, but that , 
they hardly come out even; in some ! 
years he thinks they run behind, and 
j 


he is quite sure that the majority of i 
farmers in that locality are operating j 
at a loss. 


Upon inquiry, we find that no ac- 


counts are kept, that the returns from 
the farm are at best only guesswork, 
and it is admitted that a few of the 
neighbors are making money on small 
fruit, chickens and 
retailing 
milk. 


The young man says he keeps seven 
cows and three horses, some chickens, 
cuts 25 tons of bay that is fed out on 
the place, two acres of corn yielded 
200 bushels of ears and a lot of fodder, 
two acres of potatoes were almost a 
failure, an acre of strawberries and an- 
other of raspberries yielded poorly last 
season and what few apples there were 
rotted badly. This 3 ear pinmised bet- 
ter than '97, and last year was a little 
better than '96, when he figures that 
the total sales were $600, including for 
milk $300, calves $50, strawberries $33, 
raspberries §07, pg^ SoO, chickens *'25, 
wood $25, potatoes $15, apples $15, mis- 
cellaneous $20. He estimates that they 
paid out $350, including for hired help 
$100, 
feed $100, incidentals $100, fer- 


tilizers and taxes $50. He thus esti- 
mates a net cash return from the farm 
of $250, besides $100 worth of its prod- 
uce consumed in the family and bouse 
rent worth $150, or a total of $500 for 
the year's work of father and son. 


From his letters and from our own 


special knowledge of that town and its 
farms, we are forced to conclude that 
our young friend doesn't know when 
he is well off.. Hundreds of New Eng- 
land farmers are doing better than he 
is without half as good a chance. With 
3 cents per quart at the door for milk 
the year round, most dairymen would 
think they had a snap. 
They would 


double and treble their number 
of 


cows and 
woulii make their farm 


feed 
them 
by an 
intensive 
rota- 


tion of forage crops 
and 
use of 


the silo. They would rip up 
part 


of the old. pasture and 
make a few 


acres of it produce as much feed &s 
the whole pasture now does. 
Poultry 


should be 
increased, vegetables 
and 


fruits produced 
more liberally, only 


good cows kept, and probably 
two 


horses would do all tne business. Lots 
of our readers will say that this young 
man has a snap if he only makes the 
most of his opportunities. 


His figures are probably quite unre- 


liable, in the absence of any record. 
Both father and sen have a compara- 
tively easy time of it, especially eight 
months in the year, compared to the 
mechanic who works in a close shop 10 
hours 
a day for ?1.50 to $2.50, and 


never knows how soon he will be out 
of a job or when he will get another. 
The average mechanic of late years has 
barely managed to exist, and few there 
be who can show any gam at the close 
of tbe year after paying rent and liv- 
ing expenses. We believe that if our 
young friend would charge the farm 
with all the expense and labor put onto 
it, and credit the farm at fair mar- 
ket prices with all that is taken from 
it (whether consumed by the family or 
sold to other consumers makes no dif- 
ference), the result would be a balance 
on the right side sufficient to pay 6 to 
8 per cent, on the capital invested in 
the business after allowing good value 
for the services of father and son.

"'Some of the shrewdest tricks ever 


played are by the smugglers of opium," 
said H. A. Fanning of Seattle.

States secret service officers in North 
Dakota. 
It was noticed that an un- 


usually large number of cattle were be- 
ing driven across the line to the North 
Dakota markets, and the secret - ser- 
vice men planned an investigation. For 
some time their workvwas in vain, and 
they had about given up hope of dis- 
xovering any -unlawful operations when 
an accident revealed the fact that the 
nostrils of the cattle were stuffed with 
opium wrapped carefully in tin foil. 
In this way each steer was worth 
twice its normal value. Hundreds up- 
on hundreds of animals had been 
driven across the border 
with their 


nostrils loaded with opium, and it was 
estimated that the smugglers had 
cleaned up a profit of $25,000 before the 
discovery was made. 
But the smug- 


glers were sly and they escaped and 
were never captured." 


The Sacrert Fires of India. 


The sacred fires of India have not 


all been extinguished. The most an- 
cient which still 
exists was conse- 


crated twelve centuries ago in com- 
memoration of the voyage made by 
the Parsees when they emigrted from 
Persia to India. The fire is fed five 
times every twenty-four hours with 
sandalwood and other fragrant mater- 
ials, combined with very 
dry fuel.
